Wilmington misses 
out on grant 


WILMINGTON - A last minute 
transfer of funds may have 
been the reason Wilmington 
was denied funding through the 
Massachusetts | Community 
Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) FY 2007 Program.

All Wilmington food establishments to list 


trans fats on menus

WILMINGTON The 
Wilmington Board of Health 
has instituted a Trans Fat 
Regulation to become effective 
on September 1, 2007. The reg- 
ulation stipulates that food 
establishments in town be 
required to identify all menu 
items that contain trans fats. 
Artificially heating vegetable 
oil in the presence of hydrogen 
and a metal catalyst creates 
trans unsaturated fatty acids, 
also known as trans fatty acit 
The process changes the fat's 
molecular structure, turning 
naturally occurring liquid oil 
into a solid, making it useful for 
the preparation of baked goods. 
This greatly increases its shelf 
life and decreases the need for 
refrigeration. The process was 
developed in the early 1900's 
and was first commercialized 


as Crisco in 191. 

Unlike most naturally occur 
ring fats, trans fats offer no 
health benefits. In fact, con: 
suming trans fats increases the 
risk of coronary heart disease, 
obesity, and may contribute to 
a host of other illnesses. 

According to section 10 10.2 of

Sometimes here, 
even when the sun is 
shining and all is 
quiet, you think that 

you have it all figured out. Everything at 
home is as stable as can be, and you are 
optimistic about the day when you can be 
reunited with your family and friends. But 
just when you think all things are in order, 
you are stricken with a blow which brings 
you to your knees. Today was a day that 
brought me to that place. A place where 
most people have been, and a place you 
don't need to be in Iraq to understand. 

As I woke up this morning, I went to 
receive my daily up-lifting and encouraging 
e-mail from my wife that I look forward to 
every day, and instead of receiving the good 
news that I expected, she told me of the 
news of a man whom I love very much and 
who is like a father to me. This man had suc- 
cumbed to cancer just one hour before. 
Having met with this news and anguish, I 
would like to share with you what makes this 
man, Bob Jenney, so special. 

Bob was a big part in my Christian walk. 
He was a father figure, not just to me, but 
also to many men within our church. He was 
a pillar of strength, and was always there 
with the wisdom and compassion when you 
needed it most. I met Bob 5 years ago at a 
men's Bible study. Promise Keepers to be 
exact. I will never forget that moment when 
he greeted me with a big hug and a warm 
smile that you don't encounter everyday. 
Bob was our leader. He would pray for us, 
and go out of his way to show you the love he 
had for you, even if you had just met him. 
He showed the true ‘agape’ love that was 


evident in Christ during his ministry here on 
earth. Full love, unconditional. We shared 
many special moments together such as 
Promise Keepers conferences, painting 
houses for sick members of our church, and 
serving others with that love that Bob would 
teach us through his living testimony of God 

One day, about a year ago, he came to our 
weekly meeting with a heavy burden. He 
was just diagnosed with Esophageal cancer, 
and was told that without very invasive 
surgery, his chances of survival were not 
good. Even after the surgery, they were not 
making any promises. 

We were all speechless and scared, but not 
bob. He looked to God for guidance and 
mercy, but prayed for God's will and not his. 
Bob was shuffled between hospitals and 
rehabs for a year, and overcame various 
hurdles including infections, shingles and 
multiple surgeries. On more than one occa- 
sion, he was not expected to make it through 
the night, but through incessant prayer, was 
given another day. The doctors had no 
explanation why his condition improved so 
drastically, and they told us to keep praying, 
because it was working. His courage and 
testimony of faith through these times 
inspired the broken, and the faithful alike. 

Eventually his health was improved 
enough to be home with his family to recov- 
er as comfortably as possible. We would visit 
with him, read to him, and sing him songs of 
praise. I can still hear him singing his 
favorite song "Give Me Jesus." The day 
prior to my deployment, I visited with Bob 
and his wife at his home. It was such a bless- 
ing to be in his presence and to share with

him my fears, aspirations, and goals. Bob, in 
his humbleness told me how proud he was of 
me for following God's calling for me to go 
to a place where the Lord's love is needed 
most, and to spread the good news. Bob said 
that I ministered to him and he was glad I 
was part of his life. 

Robert Jenney went home to be with the 
Lord at approximately 8:00 p.m. on Sunday 
the 12th of August. 

In my human condition, I am in pain and 
grieving over not being able to see Bob at 
least one more time to be able to tell him I 
love him, and to receive just one last 
embrace from a man who was a mentor, 
father figure, and friend. As a Christian, I 
know he is victorious in his passing, because 
the Lord has taken him home to dwell in a 
place where there is no pain or suffering. 
God has taken me through many hills and 
valleys here, showing, and teaching me 
things that I would never have seen or 
learned if I was not in Iraq. To cast all my 
cares and worries on the Lord is what I have 
learned today more than ever. Times like 
these are difficult when you do not have 
your loved ones around you to comfort you. 
However, I praise God, because I know that 
he will never leave me nor forsake me in my 
hour of need. I know Bob is in heaven look- 
ing down on me right now, and is smiling 
because he is in paradise with Jesus. 

Thank you, Bob, for your love and compas- 
sion that you have showered down on me. 
You will be greatly missed, but revered. I 
look forward to reuniting with you someday 
in eternity.

Bees pose winged 
danger to letter carriers 


Although we are in the midst 
of the “dog days of summer,” 
Postmaster Joanna M. Louf 


Tewksbury, and Eileen 
Bagarella, officer-in-charge of 
Wilmington Post Office, 


reminded customers that some- 
times letter carriers face 
threats through the air. 

Bees and wasps can inflict 
pain and suffering on postal 
employees and for those aller- 
gic to bee venom, the sting can 
prove to be fatal, they said, 
prompting their call for cus- 
tomers to watch for and remove 
bee nests at or near mail recep- 
tacles. 

“Bee stings can be very 
painful,” they said, and depend- 
ing on the type of bee, it is pos- 
sible that more than one sting 
can be inflicted. 

“Our letter carriers want to 
provide the best service possi- 
ble to customers. At the same 


time, they should not be subject 
to situations that endanger 
them. That is why we ask cus- 
tomers to restrain their dogs 
during mail delivery times and 
why I am now reminding resi- 
dents that bees also present 
dangerous situations,” they 
said. 

They asked customers to try 
and keep bees from settling in 
or near mailboxes and to be 
especially vigilant if they have 
flowers in the general vicinity 
of mail receptacles. 

They said if a large number of 
bees hover near flowers, trees, 
or shrubs, it is possible a nest is 
nearby. They urged customers 
to use caution when dealing 
with bees and wasps and noted 
their letter carriers would be 
“most appreciative” if the haz- 
ard is removed, reducing the 
threat of a sting.

The Department of Health 
continued to take water sam- 
ples this summer while the 
beach was closed for algae, and 
DelGenio reported that the bac- 
teria levels in the water are 
“non-existent.” 

The lake, which is a 28.5-acre 
“kettlehole lake” with a volume 
of approximately 108 million 
gallons, is primarily fed by 
stormwater runoff from a 
watershed area consisting of 
approximately 132 acres, The 
Silver Lake — Stormwater 
Improvement Project imple- 
mented a number of Low 
Impact Development (LID) 
techniques to improve water 
quality in the lake. 

Impervious surfaces, such as 
buildings and asphalt-covered 
parking lots and streets, inhibit 
stormwater from reaching the 


groundwater system evenly. 
LID concepts focus on recharg- 
ing stormwater back into the 
groundwater system in as close 
as possible to a manner as 
would have occurred prior to 
any development. The installa- 
tion of porous asphalt in the 
parking lot, for instance, is one 
of the ways in which the Silver 
Lake Stormwater Improvement 
Project, which was done under 
a grant from the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, has implemented LID 
techniques.

representatives of both the 
Town and Comcast. 

In his report to selectmen this 
past Monday night, Hull indi- 
cated that, while they continue 
to meet informally with several 
representatives from Comcast - 
three or four times during the 
last few months - and there has 
been progress in some areas, 
they are still unable to reach 
agreement on the use of the 
Institutional Network or the 
capital funding in the contract. 

Comeast is looking to reduce 
funding on the Institutional 
Network (commonly referred 
to as the I-Net), which is a 
closed loop Internet service 
that enables the various town 
departments to share informa- 
tion and communicate through 
audio, video, and data signals. 

In addition, Comcast also 
seeks to reduce the capital 
funding that it pays 
Wilmington. The current 
license, which was negotiated 
and issued 10 years ago, calls 
for $210,000. That capital fund- 
ing allows WCTV to replace 
equipment and conduct its busi- 
ness. In its recent negotiations 
with the town, Verizon recently 
agreed to $314,000 over 15 years, 
which would translate to

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Veterans may use military salute 


TEWKSBURY - Veteran

Tewksbury resident coaches softball 


Lianne Duffy 
helps others 
to Gold Medal

Lianne Duffy is looking for- 
ward to dedicating her life to 

helping others. 

After majoring in Elementary 
Education and Psychology at 
Salem State College, the 
Tewksbury resident will begin 
pursuing her Master’s Degree 
in Special Education this fall in 
the hopes of helping students in 
the most need. 

But even before she begins 
her career in earnest, the 24- 
year-old has already done more 
to help people in need than 
many others will ever do, and 
her most recent endeavor, as 
head coach of a Special 
Olympics softball team, not 
only helped many people feel 
good about themselves, but also 
resulted in a gold medal for her 
and her team that represented 
the Are of East Middlesex 
(EMARC) in Reading. 

This past weekend in 
Amherst, Duffy and her team, 
which she has coached for two 
years, came out on top of a 
field of 43 teams from all 
around the state to claim the 
gold medal. While she was of 
course thrilled to win the gold 
medal, it was not nearly as 
important as just being a part 
of the Special Olympics and 
seeing the athletes on her team 
as well as the other teams com- 
peting and having a great time. 

“Honestly words cannot 
describe what it was like to be 
part of that,” Duffy said. “I 
could not believe that we got 
the team together and they did 
so well, I had so much fun. It 
was the time of my life.” 

And Duffy was particularly 
proud of the effort her team put 
in to be so successful at the 
Games. 

“A lot of the players on our 
team had never even played 
softball before,” Duffy said. 
“To come from not even know- 
ing anything about softball to 
winning the gold medal was 
just amazing.” 

This was not Duffy's first 
foray into coaching, or to help- 
ing those with special needs, as 
last year she also volunteered 
as an assistant coach for the 
Tewksbury Special Education 
T-Ball League. While the play- 
ers in the T-Ball league as well 
as those on her softball team 
certainly benefited from her 
expertise, honed during her 
four years as a varsity starter 
with the Salem State softball 
team, Duffy also feels that she 
has benefited from her players, 


and this weekend was no excep- 
tion. 

“I definitely feel like I have a 
calling for it,” Duffy said. 
“Just to see the smiles on the 
faces of our players after our 
softball games was incredible. 
Win or lose, it did not matter, 
they were just so thrilled to 
have the opportunity to. play, 
because they do not always get 
a lot of opportunities like that.” 

Unlike when she was working 
with the T-Ball League and 
unlike her elementary school 
teaching experience, Duffy was 
working with players of all ages 
wit this team. Players on her 
team ranged anywhere from 
age 17 to age 64 and their dis- 
abilities also varied widely. It 
was two of her more severely 
disabled players who made the 
most impact on Duffy. 

“It was just something I could 
not even describe,” Duffy said. 
“We had one boy who was 17 
who could hardly walk and he 
got his first hit, and the look on 
his face was just incredible. We 
also had a blind person on our 
team who was able to judge 
when the ball was coming. It 
was just incredible. It’s just 
incredible to work with these 
people who have overcome so 
much.” 

As Duffy said, her players 
were just thrilled to compete, 
win or lose. But at the same 
time, they also were able to 
enjoy the thrill of victory. 

“During the last game we did 
not even tell them the score, 
because we were focusing 
much more on _ promoting 
sportsmanship and cheering 
for both teams,” Duffy said. “I 
think they knew we won, but 
later on when we told them for 
sure that we had won, it was 
just amazing. Everybody was 
cheering and patting each 
other on the back. I wish I had 
a camera, because so many 
people worked so hard for this.”

A grueling 
race and the 
memory of a 
lost son

Maureen and Bill Webster of Woburn, are grieving for their son - 


Nolan, who at 24, mysteriously lost his life while swimming at a 
resort pool in Mexico’s Cancun resort. 

As they mourned, Nolan’s parents were joined by his brother 
Ryan, two running companions and Nolan's former girlfriend, 
Jennifer Desimone of Wakefield, in attempting the 47th Annual 
Mount Washington Road Race on June 16th, 

According to Maureen Webster, when Nolan's team arrived at 
the summit, some 7.6 miles from the base, a very eerie, but peace- 
ful occurrence happened. A butterfly suddenly appeared and made 
the team feel as if Nolan was with them. 

“There was a butterfly at the top that hung around us. Maureen 
recalled. _ 

Bill added, “Half way down the mountain we stopped to cool the 
brakes (in the two pick-up trucks that were used by the team as 
shuttles) and there was a butterfly.” 

According to Bill, the butterfly might have been a different one.

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However, it had the same coloring as the one at the summit. 

Even stranger, the next day Maureen's mother called her with 
the report of a butterfly that hovered around her while she was 
placing flowers at her grandson's grave. 

Taking on the grueling run up Mt. Washington was not just 
something the members of Nolan's Team, which also included 
John and Joan Lally of Woburn and drivers Kevin Flaherty and Liz 
O'Reilly from Woburn and Charlie and Carla Booker from Center 
Barnstead New Hampshire, did, on a whim. The Webster's and the 
Lally’s are all experienced runners and are members of Woburn’s 
Shamrock Running Club and South Boston's L Street Running Club. 

Maureen and Bill have both run the Boston Marathon more than 
once as well as running in other marathons around d the country 
Maureen and John Lally had also done the Mount Washington race 
in 2006. 

“We trained for 10 weeks prior to the run,” Maureen said, “Ryan 
thought his youth, 24 years-old, would get him up the mountain 
without training.” 

As the times (posted with this story) show, the lack of training 
took its toll on Ryan. Although the runners stayed together as a 
team, Ryan came in last of the six people. 

“This year was all about running as a team. We all stayed 
together,” Maureen said. There were about 1,000 runners and every 
one of them knew about Nolan’s Team.” 

Maureen said of the training, “You can’t simulate (Mt 
Washington). There is nothing else like it around here. We had to 
find hills like Johnson Avenue.” 

Bill added, “I used Horn Pond Mountain as part of my training 
I ran up and down it three times in a row.” 

Mt. Monadnock was another training site for the Nolan’s Team 
members. The 3,165 foot mountain and state park is located in 
Jaffrey New Hampshire. 

Although two of the team members had run the race previously, 
that did not guarantee them entry into this year’s event. There are 
only 1,100 runners allowed and spaces are given to previous win- 
ners and medalists with the rest af the slots allotted by lottery. 

“We signed as soon as the registration opened, Maureen said 
“It's pretty prestigious as far as road races go. It’s pretty exciting 
to win.” 

Bill added, “It's almost as exciting as finishing the Boston 
Marathon.” 

Prestige aside the real reason for the run was a way to honor 
and remember Nolan. The 24-year-old college graduate was on a 
trip to Cancun when he lost his life in a mysterious swimming acci- 
dent.

“Stardust” a grown-up fairy tale

"Stardust" is a fairy tale for 
grown-ups, It follows the adven- 
tures of a star that falls from 
the sky in the form of a blond 
named Yvaine, whose magical 
ibilities make her the target of 
various people with bad plans. 

But it's the return of a star 
that moviegoers haven't seen 
since one upon a time that will 
have you talking after the lights 
come up, Michelle Pfeiffer is 
wonedrfully evil as a witch who 
wants to cut out Yvaine's heart 
and eat it to gain eternal youth 
and beauty for herself and her 
sisters, 

She shows great comic tim- 
ing and isn't afraid to play with 
her glamorous image, or look 
grotesque when her character, 
Lamia, is at her most decayed 


hather, she seems to be rev- 
eling in such an unexpected 
turn, and the film's wildly vivid 
makeup and special effects 
bring her even more to life as 
Lamia morphs from wretched 
to ravishing and back again. 

"Stardust" has more than 
enough imagination to keep 
your attention, There's a long, 
stone wall that separates the 
English village of Wall from the

Stormhold. Goats get turned 
into people and people get 
turned into goats with the whip 
of a fingertip. Ghosts of mur- 
dered princes hang around and 
comment drolly on the action. 
And high up in the sky, a flying 
pirate ship collects lightning for 
sale on the black market 

Also chasing Yvaine (Claire 
Danes) are | princes who 
seek her powers to ascend to 
the throne as king of 
Stormhold, as well as the 
lovestruck shop boy Tristan 
(Charlie Cox), who finds her 
first and wants to bring her 
home to tiny Wall in the coun- 
tryside to impress a snooty girl 
(Sienna Miller) he thinks is out 
of his league. 

The stellar cast also includes 
Peter O'Toole giving a rich per- 
formance in a brief deathbed 
appearance as the king of 
Stormhold, whose many sons 
(including Rupert Everett and 
Mark Strong) can't wait for him 
to die su they can bump each 
other off and take his place.

Give Matt Damon credit 
for making an anonymous 
killing machine one of the 
most engrossing movie char- 
acters of recent years. 

As Jason Bourne, a U.S. 
agent with deadly black ops 
skills but no memory of how 
he acquired them (or his true 
identity), Damon has earned 
our sympathy without ever 
seeking it, making us his will- 
ing accomplices in two high- 
caliber, high-velocity 
thrillers 

In the trilogy's rollercoast- 
er-ride conclusion, "The 
Bourne Ultimatum," Damon 
plays Bourne straight and 
dry, with commanding matu- 
rity 

He's chillingly deter. 
mined, unfazed by pesky 
human emotions such as 
uncertainty, and unwilling to 
quit until he fulfills his quest 
finding out who made him 
into a piece of weaponry pro- 
grammed for remorseless 
murder. His quest - as much 
to regain his humanity as to 
exact retribution - gives a 
rare dimension of intelli- 
gence and emotion to films 
that are a crash course: in 
action entertainment. 

"Ultimatum" resumes 
where 2004's "The Bourne 


remacy 
CIA reeling from the rogue 
operative's revenge after 
killing Bourne's only friend, 
Marie (Franka Potente). 
When England's Guardian 
newspaper begins reporting 
on the fiasco, Bourne 
approaches journalist Sam 
Ross (Paddy Considine) to 
connect with his informer. 

In a riveting sequence in 

London's crowded Waterloo 
rail station, Bourne uses a 
cell phone to guide the fright- 
ened writer toward their 
meeting, while picking off the 
Company men sent to stop 
them. 
. As before, Bourne's ene- 
mies are his former masters, 
fearful of the political blow- 
back if the assassination pro- 
gram that created him is 
revealed. Bourne takes the 
battle from Moscow to 
London, Tangier and New 
York City, with each locale 
getting a breathtaking chase 
sequence or two, uniquely 
adapted to local terrain. . 

When Bourne ultimately 
meets his maker, the story is 
over, but the final image of 
the character receding into 
darkness is cleverly staged, 
bringing the saga full circle 
while offering the possibility 
of new adventures.

“In less than a year, the 
number of supermarkets in 
Reading is expected to jump 
from one to three, with the 
confirmation that a Market 
Basket will be opening on 
General Way in early 2008,” 
notes the Reading edition of 
the "Daily Times Chronicle." 


“Rumors about the antici- 
pated arrival of a Market 
Basket have been making the 
rounds around Reading, but 
George Danis, President of 
Danis Realty Trust, con- 
firmed that the popular 
supermarket chain is in fact 
signed up to set up shop in 
the building that will be 
placed at the former location 
of the Baby Furniture 
Warehouse (which has relo- 
cated closer to K&G Mens 
Mart in the One General Way 
complex), with an anticipat- 
ed opening in the spring of 
2008. No exact square footage 
for the store was available. 


“We are very excited 
about this, said Danis. ‘This 
will bring expanded choices 
to the residents of Reading 
and the surrounding towns, 
as well as the added tax dol- 
lars for the town.

“When the rumor first 
started making the rounds, 
some questioned its validity 
based on the fact that a 
Market Basket opening on

While 
the two businesses will be 
close physically, Danis feels 
that there are enough differ- 
ences between the two com- 
panies that the location issue 
will not be much of a factor.

“Town Meeting voted to 
approve a retail location 
exceeding 90,000 square feet 
in Northwest Park,” notes the 
Burlington edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle." 

“The tenant has not been 
decided upon for the location, 
due to be one of the primary 
features of the park, which is 
due to undergo a dramatic 
renovation. 

“In January, Town 
Meeting voted to rezone the 
127-acre site, which runs 
between Middlesex Turnpike 
and Route 3, to a Planned 
Development District (PDD). 
One provision of the PDD is 
that any use exceeding 90,000 
square feet would be brought 
back to Town Meeting for 
approval 

“Unlike a zoning article, 
the proposal approved 
required only a majority vote. 

“The actual store size 
under discussion is around 
105,000 square feet, with the 
total area, including loading 
and storage areas, about 
150,000 square feet. 

“Todd — Fremont-Smith, 
vice president, development 
for the Nordblom Co., owners 
of the park, stated that the 
retailer would be a ‘center of 
gravity’ for the southern end 
of the property. The store 
would be located at the end of 
a pedestrian walkway 
through the middle of the 
site. 

“That section is to be 
transformed to retail and res- 
idential use, with a number of 
restaurants, while 80 acres on 
the northern end will be con- 
verted to Class A office space. 
Currently, the park is com- 
prised almost entirely of low- 
rise office buildings. 


“Fremont-Smith said 
approval for the large retail 
use would help facilitate the 
process of landing a tenant. 

“He said Spring 2008 is 
being targeted for ground- 
breaking for the project.

- Walnuts/almonds: walnuts 
are known to significantly 
reduce blood cholesterol, and 
walnuts and almonds can both 
do wonders in as little as four 
weeks.

Another popular but 
unhealthy ingredient in many 
Mexican dishes is sour cream.

* Italian: Italian cuisine is 
among the most delicious in the 
world, making Italian restau- 
rants some of the most popular.

- Chinese: A big part of mak- 
ing Chinese dishes healthier is 
asking for main courses to be 
broiled, boiled or steamed 
instead of fried. Also, egg rolls 
are popular appetizers at many 
Chinese restaurants. 
Unfortunately, egg rolls are not 
very healthy. Replace egg rolls 
or fried wontons with steamed 
dumplings.

- Foods with trans fats: trans 
fats are a double-edged sword, 
lowering your HDL while rais- 
ing your LDL. Used to preserve 
food and give them a less 
greasy feel, foods with trans 
fats include french fries, crack- 
ers, cookies, and doughnuts. 


* Tobacco: while tobacco 
isn't a food and therefore not 
eaten, it should, like saturated: - 
and trans fats, be avoided. 
That's because smoking has- 
been shown to increase levels of 
LDL and speed up a condition 
known as atherosclerosis, a 
buildup of cholesterol and other 
fat deposits along the artery 
wall.

Men and prostate screening 


Upon reaching a certain age, all men should be screened for 
prostate cancer annually. In general, men 50 and over should be 
screened every year. Men who fall into higher risk categories for 
prostate cancer, such as African Americans, should be screened 
annually starting at the age of 45, according to the American 
Cancer Society (ACS). 

Early detection of prostate cancer makes treatment far more 
effective. There are two types of screening tests for prostate can- 
cer, and the ACS recommends men undergo both each year. A PSA 
(prostate-specific antigen) blood test checks man's bloodstream 
for excessive levels of PSA. If the prostate is experiencing prob- 
Jems, including cancer, it will release more and more PSA into the 
bloodstream, This test is quick and as only a small amount of 
blood is required to check a man's PSA levels. The second test is 
known as a Digital Rectal Exam (DRE). This is the test most men 
instantly associate with prostate checkups and it's a reasonmany 
men avoid having their prostate checked. Procedure for a DRE 
involves a physician manually checking for any abnormalities in 
size, shape or texture.

Between infancy and 15 years of age, the leading cause of death 
by disease among children in the United States is cancer.

Administrators cut while 
School Comm. adds teachers

TEWKSBURY - In prepara- 
tion for going back to school, 
Tewksbury administrators 
make cuts while the School 
Committee ponders radical 
changes to put more teachers in 
front of students. 

As it stands, students face 
higher fees and fewer teachers. 
At the first meeting of the 
School Committee since the set- 
tling the budget June 28, the 
final cuts and fees are uncer- 
tain and parents try to unravel 
their implications. Committee 
Chair Keith Rauseo suggested a 
few new ideas to meet the nec- 
essary $1.7 million budget gap 
that would restore nine and half 
positions already cut by the 
administration, The School 
Committee will finalize all 
changes at the next meeting, 
Wednesday, August 8. 

Dr. McGrath told committee 
members that her staff worked 
through the night of June 28 to 
finalize personnel cuts before 
the fiscal year began on July 

1. The total cuts equal nine 
and a half teaching positions 
for next year or 292.5 positions, 
down from 302 for the 2006-2007 
school year. The positions 
include four at the high school, 
two at the Wynn Middle School, 
three elementary positions (two 
at the Dewing andi at the Heath 
brook), and a half time position 
for Kindergarten. McGrath also 
recommends reducing one cus- 
todian and one secretary. Fees 
include a $100 athletic fee per 
sport, with no family cap, and a 
$60 activity fee unchanged from 
last year. 

“It's not a pretty picture, but 
we did not come to this list 
lightly,” McGrath told the 
Committee. She was able to 


save the two literacy coaches 
positions and some of the 
library aides. 

“There’s been significant 
outery for the goal of this com- 
mittee to maintain at least the 
last level of teachers or at least 
compromise,” said member 
Mike Sitar. “I think our goal is 
to put teachers in the class- 
rooms, 

Trying to meet that need 
Sitar proposed raising revenue 
by imposing a building activity 
fee or a supply fee for younger 
students so the burden of fees 
spreads across the system. 
Sitar also suggested having 
teachers pay for parking, like 
teachers in cities and students 
at the high school-must do. 

Sitar commented that he 
knew his suggestions would be 
“unpopular” but deserved con- 
sideration. 

Rauseo believes that the best 
way to spend the budget is to 
keep instructional staff. After 
reviewing the budget in depth, 
he believes he can meet budget 
cuts with personnel reductions 
in the custodial and secretarial 
ranks instead of cutting teach- 
ers. 

Rauseo believes he can elim- 
inate one administrative posi- 
tion, restructure the Special 
Education program, keep all 
teaching positions, and library 
aides. He refuses to cut mainte- 
nance of plant by more than 
twenty percent, citing drastic 
cuts in this area for five years 
running. He does call for dollar 
amount cuts equivalent to seven 
custodians and five secretaries, 

“It’s a difficult decision,” 
said Rauseo. “Because we have 
so much more flexibility in set- 
tling our budget, I’m looking at 
this as a line item and let the 
managers of the school depart

ment figure out the cuts.” That 
is, administrators can play with 
their numbers to see if they can 
Save positions. 

Members Sitar and Scott 
Consaul pointed out flaws in the 
plan, including jeopardizing 
significant investment in school 
buildings, particularly the 
newer Wynn and Ryan schools, 
and that a loss of secretaries 
would seriously hinder the work 
of the schools. 

“We are down to the bone in 
terms of those services,” said 
McGrath, referring to both cus- 
todians and secretarial posi- 
tions, after years of cutting 
those budgets. She asked for 
more time for thoughtful con- 
sideration but added that the 
maintenance department is 
comprised of “master crafts- 
men” and that the system 
rarely needs to call in special- 
ists to deal with problems. 
Having already eliminated the 
third shift, McGrath pressed 
her point, “Our children have 
an entitlement to a clean school 
every day.” 

McGrath also opposed losing 
secretaries, stating, “We are 
already woefully understaffed 
in this area” and informing 
members that secretaries are 
the first line of security in a 
safe school as they monitor the 
comings and goings of people 
through the lobbies. 
Additionally, McGrath stated, 
“we have to ha live person 
answer the phones,” and cannot 
rely on principals to manage all 
the calls. 

Rauseo reminded those lis- 
tening that projected figures 
indicate a $6.5 million deficit 
for next year (FY 2009), which 
is nearly double the deficit 

for FY 2008, and a $10 mil- 
lion deficit for FY 2010. In 
response to this budget crisis, 
the Board of Selectmen coi 
vened a Three Year Financial 
Plan task force, which Rauseo 
is on, to develop a comprehen- 
sive financial plan to get the 
town over the hurdle. The task 
force is due to deliver a prelim- 
inary plan in November. 

Jamie Cutelis, founding 
member of the parent group 
U25 who also serves on the task 
force, applauds Rauseo’s budget 
as the “absolute right thing to 
do.” 

“The most important person 
in a school department is a 
teacher. Every year our stu- 
dent-teacher ratio continues to 
decline. Every year it seems 
like we do it because it's the 
easiest thing to do. We need to 
restore those positions.”

Council, and mom to second 
grader Michael Bono, worked 
with her counterpart Lisa 
Puccia to create a program 
this year that integrates spe- 
cial needs children, like 
Michael, into regular class- 
rooms. The Mentoring/Peer 
Buddy program helps allevi- 
ate parental concerns about 
how a child with disabilities 
may fit into a classroom by 
matching students in the gen- 
eral education curriculum 
with special needs students. 

“These students will men- 
tor their peers with disabili- 
ties academically while also 
building positive _relation- 
ships that can help integrate 
the special education stu-

school; writes Bono in the 
program overview.

Finding a way to pay for college has 
become the proverbial elephant in the 
room for many parents, something they 
know they'll need to figure out eventual- 
ly but something they'd prefer to ignore 
or put off for fear of what they might 
find.

Good study skills help students make the grade

reduce student anxiety concerning school 

Keep a schedule. Your child should keep a 
schedule of all classes, assignments and key 
dates, such as project deadlines and test 
dates. As part of that schedule, she should 
include specific times for studying, projects 
and extracurricular activities. The more thor- 
ough the schedule, the more efficient your 
child will become. 

Take effective class notes. Most students 
take notes in class, but often when they review 
them, they can't make sense of the content. 
Encourage students not to write down every 
word the teacher says. Instead, tell them to 
listen carefully when a teacher elaborates and 
briefly summarize the main ideas. Then, 
each night while the material is still fresh, the 
student should rewrite or summarize the 
material 

Develop test-taking strategies. Being well 
prepared for a quiz or test helps reduce the 
student's anxiety on exam day, Build confi- 
dence and tell students to avoid cramming the 
evening before an exam by reviewing test 
material in the three weeks leading up to the 
test

he hotel personnel reportedly 
ordered a guest who was a 
registered nurse to keep away 
from the body while the young 
man was still alive. 

The following i 
viated eyewitness 
the incident 

“At this point there was a 
girl near Nolan yelling for 
someone to turnehim off of his 
back and to his side in an 
attempt to get water from his 
lungs and they were doing just 
that. 1 think he may have 
somehow bitten his tongue 
because he had some blood 
coming from his mouth and 
(she was afraid he'd choke if 
he was left on his back). He 
did not have blood coming 
from his head (like the story 
the Mexican paper told) that 
would be consistent with div- 
ing off the edge of the pool or 
hitting his head. I ran toward 
the other pool screaming for 
help and this is when the male 
nurse saw me and heard us 
and came to help (It was now 
only about 15-20 seconds after 
he was pulled from the 
wal

“The nurse quickly sprung 
into action and worked very 
hard on Nolan, He adminis- 
tered mouth to mouth and 
someone else was giving chest 
compressions. Another man 
was trying to get his circula- 
tion going by rubbing his legs. 
The only thing I kept thinking 
was where are the emergency 
personnel” Why is this nurse 
who doesn’t work here doing 
all of this and why isn’t the 
staff helping? 

Well the staff never did 
help. In fact they were non 


existent and “hands off” the 
whole time. They offered noth- 
ing at all. I even question how 
long they waited to call 911 
since it took at least 10 possibly 
15 minutes for the emergency 
personnel to arrive. When 
emergency did get there the 
nurse had to be exhausted 
because he had been working 
on Nolan for a long time and 
had him breathing in very shal- 
low breaths. It was their turn to 
take over_and they just didn’t 
They came oubavith no stretch- 
er, no equipment that I saw. 
And the lifeguard who came up 
from the beach came up carry- 
ing a floatation device and he 
didn’t seem to know how to give 
CPR or how to help. 

“When the emergency people 
came security guards asked for 
the nurse to get away from 
Nolan. Even though he pleaded 
with them and repeatedly told 
them he needed oxygen they 
didn’t give him oxygen. We 
wondered why the hotel didn’t 
have a lifeguard, or oxygen or 
other trained personnel to help 
in case of an emergency...” 

Bill described his late son as 
a “...good kid who was full of 
life.” He added that Nolan had 
taken six classes while working 
full-time in his last year at the 
University of Massachusetts 
Lowell. 

Maureen said, “I am always 
thinking of ways to honor him 
On April 13, in celebration of 
his birthday, we released doves 
from the top of Horn Pond 
Mountain. About 100 people 
showed up for the ceremony. 

Horn Pond Mountain is a 
place that Bill and Maureen 
often visit to think about their 
son. They found the refuge 
when their son Ryan, after
